"We will hold them then until 

after the war." said the mayor. 

Dr. Dales declared also that 
there would be no more sales of 
town lots until they had been in- 
spected by members of the coun- 
cil.

Mothers carry 
their dead children to secret 
burial so that they can save the 
ration cards of their dead."

"Mr. Jackson knows what is in 
our minds," said Mr. Koffend. 

"It might be possible to take 
some of the older boys and teach 
them to teach others how to 
play," said Secretary R. L. Prit- 
chard. 

"We will ask Mr. Jackson to 
take such action as he thinks 
wise," said Mr. Koffend.

Dodgers and pamphlets should 
be pushed In the doors and not loft 
to be blown onto lawns, said Dr. 
Dales. 

"There should he refuse rccej>- 
tactes placed nt Water St. and 
Timothy St.," said Mr. Hawser. 

"fie careful about prohibiting 

dodgers," warned Reeve P. A. 
Lundy. "The town distributes 

dodgers Itself from time to time." 
Asking whether the parking by- 
law had ever been passed, Council- 
lor Joseph Vale said that cars on 
Timothy St. were Interfering with 
the Gray Coach buses. 

N. K 'Mathews, K.C., town clerk 

and solicitor, said that the bylaw 
had been passed.

FARMERS USE 

MORE SUGAR 

The division of canning sugar has been made by 
districts. The Newmarket- Aurora allowance evi- 
dently works out to ten pounds per person. The 
Stouffville district allowance is apparently ten 
pounds per person for families of four or less and 
II pounds per person for families of five or more. 
The Barrie district allowance would have worked 
out to 11 1-3 pounds per person, but the local 
rationing board decided that rural people needed 
more sugar than town people and gave Barrie 
people ten pounds per person and Vespra, Innisfil, 
Flos, Essa and Sunnidale township people ten 
pounds each for the first two persons in each 
family and increasing amounts for additional 
members of the household. A family of three gets 
35 pounds, four 45 pounds, five 60 pounds. 

The allowance for Bradford and West Gwillim- 
bury was 24,700 pounds for 2.230 applicants, some- 
thing over 11 pounds per person. 

There will be general agreement with the de- 
cision of the local rationhjg board at Barrie that 
the average farm family needs more sugar than 
the average town family, though the difference is 
greater than ten percent. We are not thinking 
of the possibility that the farmer, working 
from dawn to dark, needs more sugar than the 
man who works from seven or eight lo five or 
six o'clock, or that the youngster walking one or 
two miles to school needs mote sugar than the 
youngster walking half a mile. 

Wc are thinking that the average town house- 
hold purchases a' great deal of canned fruit, 
whereas the average farm family purchases little 
or no canned fruit, But instead "cans" a large 
quantity of fruit, some of it homegrown. At least, 
that is what has happened in the past. As a re- 
sult of the request that housewives should count 
their jars and decide how much fruit they could 
can many town and city women thought that they 
were being patriotic in deciding that they could 
put down more than usual. The total amount 
Canadians requested was-lwice the amount avail- 
able, and nearly twice the amount used last year, 
and so it was necessary to allow only about ten 
pounds per person. Tliat is still far more canning 
sugar than many town and city families have been 
using in the past, but it is only one-half to one- 
quarter of what the average farm family has been 
using for canning. 

The rationing is fair. It divides the available 
canning sugar fairly among all. But it takes no 
account of v/hat people have done in the past. It 
means a dislocation. It means that many farmers 
will have to let their home-grown fruit go to 
waste, for they are not likely to take care of it or 



to supplement their own canning with purchased 
canned fruit, hut it does not give any assurance 
that those who get more than they have used in 
the past will, use all their extra sugar honestly 
and efficiently for canning and so buy proportion- 
ately less canned fruit. Unless the factories are 
allowed sugar to can increased quantities of fruit 
this year, it may be necessary to ration canned 
fruit next winter. 

Our suggestion is that the wartime prices and 
trade board should permit and encourage persons 
with larger allowances of canning sugar than they 

ordinarily use to turn them over to those who 
have less than they ordinarily use. If the experts 
do the "doing down," there will be less spoiled 
fruit and wasted sugar (there were never more 
young brides than there are today), and encourag- 
ing canning in the homes where it has been done 
in the past would mean less chance of a shortage 
of factory canned fruits. 



RECREATION FOR HEALTH 

Recreation foe the town's young people and 
children seems more of a concern this summer 
than at any time in the past. In other years, 
there were many who were able to get away fre- 
quently or occasionally lo a lake resort, to enjoy 
boating, swimming or wading. This summer there 
is going to be much more staying at home. It is 
tragic that there is no place in our town where 
a child can learn to swim, and where swimmers 
con enjoy a "dip." Fergus, for instance, has a 
company-owned swimming-pool open to the com- 
munity, and supervised by a company-paid in- 
structor who takes children of four, five and six 
years and turns them into swimmers. 

Now that the town has plenty of water, couldn't 
we improvise a pool that would be sanitary and 
safe, and offer a substitute for the lakes that are 
beyond the reach of even those who have cars? 
The Newmarket fire brigade has a nest-egg in ex- 
cess of $1,500 for this purpose. Any money that 
the lov/n might add to it could be considered well 
spent on the health* of the town's young people 
and in discouragement of the burning of gasoline. 
Whether approval could be secured from the 
building controller would depend on the presenta- 
tion. 

When Newmarket does get a swimming-pool it 
should be open on Sunday afternoons during the 
months that Sunday-schools are closed. Sunday 
baseball may be objectionable as too noisy for the 
Sabbath, but there is no reason why we shouldn't 
swim or learn to swim in Newmarket on a Sun- 
day, when we can swim at beaches without being 
criticized. At any time, it would be a good thing 
to provide Sunday afternoon recreation (we 
would include corner-lot baseball) at home and 
try to keep ourselves and our children in town 
and attending church instead of running all over 
the countryside on the Sabbath.

Do Your Transplanting 
Now, Conditions 




(By Rudy Renzlus, Newmarket 
Horticultural Society) 

Even if somewhat later than 
usual, this is ideal setting-out 
or transplanting weather. Many 
of our vegetable plants are trans- 
planted one or moiv times and 
this job should receive careful 
attention. 

The reason for transplanting is 
the most economical use of avail- 
able space and for developing n 
more fibrous root system. The 
most important reason is, how- 
over, the time element. You can 
start plants in the house or a hot- 
bed so much earlier.

Transplanting, however, even 
if very carefully done under the 
best conditions, checks live 
growth of the plants consider- 
ably. So it lakes more time to 
grow plants when transplanted 
lhan if left in the original place. 
Allowances must be made for 
this delay. Transplanting should 
hi* done at the right time. Don't 
allow plants to become crowded 
in seedling flats or in frames. 
Pay close* attention lo watering 
and shading of the plants after 
transplanting, to prevent wilt- 
ing. 

Tomato plants, cabbage and 
cauliflower should be set out 
about two and a half feet apart 
each way, or more if you have 
tho space. After transplanting 
be sure to water. Not the foliage 
of the plants but the soil around 
tlu* root-s.

"What about the price?" asked

"It is the same as for other 
makes of bulbs," said Mr. Hardy. 

Mr. Hardy said that most in- 
dustries purchased their light 
bulbs wholesale and suggested 
that the town should supply their 
needs. 

"Do you think that the Hydro 
will ever give free bulbs lo boost 
power sales, as in Detroit?" ask- 
ed Councillor Dr. G. A. C. Gun- 
ton. 

"I doubt if Hydro ever wilt," 
said Mr. Hardy. "If you want to 
buy bulbs and supply them to the 
public free or sell them for ten 
cents, that's up to you." 

"You can make a bulb that will 
last a life-time," said Dr. Gun- 
ton. 

"I know, that you can make 
lamps to last 5,000 hours," said 
Mr. Hardy. 

"A firm lold me that they sold 
1,000-hour lamps for replacement 
sales" said Dr. Gunton. 

"We have an agreement de- 
signed to protect private enter- 
prise outlets" said Mr. Hardy. 
He then went on to say that add- 
ing 500 hours life to the bulbs 
meant a loss of five percent in 
light efficiency. 

"How much would the effic- 
iency go down for 5,000-hour 
lamps?" asked Dr. Gunton. 

"Not proportionately," said Mr.

bulbs for town and street-light- 
ing purposes and for Aurora in- 
dustries that might want them.

"Then we should give the re- 
bate for the month that they 
weren't at school," said Mr.

'There' is one month that I 
don't use my telephone or water 
or light, but I pay anyway," said 
Mr. Koffcnd. 

"What Ls your cost per pupil?" 
asked Inspector C. A. Lapp. 

"It is $-10 or $15 per pupil per 
year," estimated Mr. Bothwell. 

"You are entitled to charge up 

to the cost/* said Mr. Lapp. 

"They can send pupils to their 
own schools if they wish," said 
Mr. Pritchard. "It c*»sb; about 
one teacher a year to accom- 
modate those pupils. We lose 
money on them." 

"If parents proceed according 
to the Public Schools Act they 
can obtain from their own school 
board either their township 
school taxes or their fees, which- 
ever is the less," said Mr. Lapp. 
"I know no pupils coming lo your 
schools who have proceeded ac- 
cording to the act and are entitled 
to a rebate. You are entitled to 
charge the pupils the per day 
«-ost after deducting all prants. 
That would he, as I imagine, about 
twice what you arc charging. Sj 
they are getting a bargain." 

Mr. Pritchard expressed agree- 
ment. 

"So there Is no Question of re- 
bate." said Mr. Koffend. 

The principal's report showed 
an average attendance of 105 in 
May compared with Ifll in April. 
This was T7i7 percent compared 
with 91.5 percent. 

Mr. Koffend invited Inspector
